- NBhe ‘Transvaal question is one doubtless 
‘oftvastiimportance tothe British Empire, but 
it?by “no means follows that others, also of 
importance, should be allowed to lapse. 
Our: statesmen should be and must be equal 
-to the effort of attending to both the Trans- 
vaal and the problem which they are called 
upon to face in the Far Enaat. Populae ex- 
citement may for a time enable tham to 
auregacd affairs out here with safety, and 
popular ignorance of Chinese affairs may 
aleo.enable them to stave off by ambiguots 
parane the. explanation that will one day 
@ demanded from them by the country as 
to:the manner in which they have fulfilled 
théir promises. But day by day a stronger 
light is.being:thrown on Far Eastern atfuirs 
and the public are beginning to realize that 
what they have hitherto been content 
to;regard merely as a trick of the wily 
Celestial, not to be taken too seriously, is in 
reality one. of deep and vital importance tu 
the trade ‘and the great working masseg of 
England, and with this knowledge will come 
enquiry. It will be well for those in whose 
hands .the. power is entrusted thut the, 
shouid be‘in'a position to stand and even to 
court-such.an enquiry. Mr. BropRick ex- 
téd great things from the opening of 
atning. Lord Curzon, when |.uder Se- 
crétary for Foreign Affairs, informed us 
that ‘British goods would be carried in 
British ships to every river-side town in 
China. Both of these utterances were 
made by responsible officials occupying a 
prominent position. in the Government, 
and yet we are still waiting to see the 
Spening ef Nanning and the Inland 
Waters of China take place. Whether 
-when Nanning is opened the great things 
expected will take place it is not our 
purpose'to discuss. The point is that cer- 
" tain things have been promised by the Chi- 
- nese Government and up to date no attempt 
: has-been-made to fulfil the promises, nor has 
eS any attempt been made by our Government 
to force the Chinese to fulfil them. Such 
evasions have been sv frequent that one mure 
or.less need not be a cause for surprise, nor 
should -we attach much importance to it 
weredt not ‘that in this case there is a dis- 
titiction deserving of the grave attention of 
these interested in the future development 
6t ‘this great Empire. The distinction is 
this. ‘Hitherto our interests, and the best 
interests of the Chinese themselves, were op- 
posed by the native officials, but by the ina- 
tive «officials only.

is by the support of the representative of 
the Power that first brought the concession 
forward and whose clef interest it is to see 
it carried out. Our readers have only to 
refer back to the correspondence published 
Inst month on ‘thie subject to understand 
our meaning. Sir Ropert Hant’s deepatch 
then printed was written with an aim and 
object, and that was to “bluff” Mr. Bax- 
Ironsipk, actunted thereto by a pretty 
shrewd guess that that gentleman would 
have a very superficial kuowledge of the 
subject; and, as we then:-said, Mr. Bax- 
IrRonsipE was caught by the chaff. Te 
most persons the nates of warning sounded 
by such old and tried hands ns Mansrit-Lp 
and Hoste, that there were larger issues 
at stake than appeared cn the surface, 
would have been sufficient Lo convince them 
that this was a matter whieh would need 
careful investigation.

Atthe last meeting of the Committee of the 
Hongkong General Chamber of Commerce, 
‘held on the 2nd inst., the Chairman read a 
letter‘from the Government, just received, 
enclosing ‘copy of a despatch received by 
H.E. the Governor annexing a letter trom 
the Foreign to the Colonial Office, in which 
it was stated that the Admiralty had ordered 
‘the ‘weed to patrol the West River with 
the Sandpiper, and that, if further assistance 
were required for the protection of British 
interests, a torpedo boat would be sent as 
tender to the Tweed, It is entisfactory to 
find that the Foreign Office recognises the 
necessities of the case, though in a qualified 
kind of way only, and the measures taken are 
also satisfactory so faras they go. It will 
be noted that a torpedo. boat is to be 
added t. the Tweed and Sandpiper “ if 
“further assistance be required for the 
‘protection of British interests.” What 
interpretation isto be placed on the phrase 
“ British interests” in this connection? 
Are we to understand that the Foreign 
Office looks only to the protection of pro- 
perty under the British flag and that piracy 
'y which Britigh ships are not directly 
affected is to be ignored? Ifso the position 
is disappointing. The statement that if 
further assistance is required for the pro- 
tection of British interests a torpedo boat 
will be sent conveys a much more limited 
meaning, however, than would a more 
general statement to the effect that if further 
assistance is required for the extirpation of 
piracy such assistance will be sent. British 
interests are affected more by the indirect 
influences of the existing lawlessness than 
by the direct danger ot outrage upon the 
British flag. The latter is a rea danger 
and one to be guarded against, but mean- 
while trade suffers every day by the inter- 
ference of the pirates with the native traftic 
and the congequent interruption of supplies 
and of the usual means of distribution. 
Action is necessary therefore not only for 
the protection of ships and cargoes under the 
British flag but also for the suppression of 
piracy in general. 

It is no doubt the duty of the Chinese 
Government to suppress piracy in Chinese 
waters, nud we trust the duty will be 
“strongly impressed upon that Government 
by the Foreign Ministers, and more especially 
by the British Minister. In the meantime, 
however, with the Tweed and Sandpiper on 
the river for the purpose of protecting British 
interests, it would be refreshing to hear of 
their catching a few pirates, even though 
the pirates may not have directly attacked 
British property. But they are uot very 
likely to catch the pirates in Slagrante 
delicto ; if they want them they will have to 
look for them, Iu this-connection the ques- 
tion suggests itself whether the small flotilla 
is provided with an efficient intelligence 
department. When piracy on the coast was 
wiped cut by the British gunboats officers 
of the Hongkong Government were ap- 
-pointed to assist the Naval authorities by 
obtaining from tative sources information 
as to the whereabouts and intended move- 
ments of the pirates. The men-of-war were 
thus enabled to search out the pirate junks 
And effectually disposeot them. Something

PROPOSED NEW SCLDIERS AND 
SAILORS’ HOME.

' Much interest has been excited by 
recently published corre rondente rela 
to the proposed New Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Home, Arsenal] Street. Of the readiness 
of the community to help forward any well 
directed movement designed to promote the 
welfare of our soldiers and sailors the 
generous offer made by our correspondent 
“D, J.” in another eolumn may be taken 
as a fair criterion. There is, however, a

natural desire on the part of the public to 


be informed, not only of the aim of the 
proposed new institution, but also of the 
circumstances of existing institutions work- 


ing in the same field, and of the requirements’ 


of the cage. Information on the first point 
is given in the Rey, C. Bonz’s letter; 
the present article is intended to give 


some information on the second point; 


and as to the third point the public 
will be able to form its own opinion, 
aud will, we trust; respond in a liberal 
spirit to Mr. Bowz's appeal, on the under- 
standing, however, that they are subscrib- 
ing to what we think might be more ap- 
propriately called & Temperance Institute 
thau a Soldiers and Sailors’ Home. The 
meo of Her Majesty’s fleet, as regards 
opportunities of ratiqnal amusement, are 
already provided for in the Royal Naval 
Seamen’s Club, an admirably managed 
institution under official supervision.. The 
soldiers also have their own recreation rooms, 
but these rooms are scattered about in 
different barracks, and each being run on 
asmall scale they do not reach the standard 
that might be looked for in a larger institute 
organised to meet the wants of the whole 
garrison. Thé\ men, too, like to get away 
from their own !barracks at times. For the 
soldiers, therefore, an Institute of some kind 
is required. General Gascotane has taken 
great interest in this question and thinking 
the want might be met by thé existing Sol- 
diers and Sailors’ Institute he gave to that 
institution the temporary use of book G, 
opposite Fletcher Street, and, on conditions, 
offered it substantial assistance in its finan- 
ces. The existing Soldiers. and Sailors’. 
Institute, as most of our readers are probably 
aware, was established some .years ago on 
strictly temperance principles bya small band 
of energetic workers in the cause, and it 
has led a useful existence under consider- 
able difficulties, being accommedated until 
recently in more or less unsuitable rooms 
which had from time to time to be changed. 
When General Gascoigne came to the 
rescue there seemed -a prospect of the in- 
stitution being placed on a firm basis, But 
an insuperable difficulty arose on a question 
of principle, General Gascoiane wished 
to cater not cnly for the teetotal section, 
but for the whole garrison, and he pro-

“- When Generai Back spenks he always 
“hus something interesting to eay, aud his 
-gpeech at the China Assuciation dinuer to 
“Bir CLaupE MacDona.p was no exception 
“tothe rule. The gallaut General responded 
to the toast of the Army, and in the course 
of his remarks said he had often regretted 
that wehad not begun long ago to train 
John Chinaman tuarms. If in the early 
sixties, he continued, we had raised two 
-or three battalions they might by this 
time have become the nucleus of au 
army, and he asserted, withoat fear of 
contradiction, that a well disciplined army 
was the school of national life; it was the 
only power that could regenerate China 
and infuse into that nerveless and turbid 
mass some of the military virtues and 
patriotic spirit which was so licking and 
without which, when nations were suffering 
‘from land hunger, no State could ensure its 
independence. General Biack does not 
tell us whether he thinks the battalions 
should have been raised on Chinese acceunt 
or whether he thinks the experiment now 
being tried at Weihaiwei should have been 
entered upon in Hongkong at the period 
he mentions. We infer, however, that the 
latter was the idea he had in his mind. No 
doubt the existence of a few British Chinese 
battalions in Hongkong or Weihaiwei woul: 
_. have some influence, by example, in improv- 
ing Chinese ideas of military organisation 
and discipline. Whether it. is desirable 
that we should have Chinese Regiments in 
the British army is another question, but 
the British authorities seem now to be 
almost unanimous in the opinion that the 
Chinaman can by training be made a good 
soldier. General Buacx’s remark that a 
well disciplined army is the only power that 
ean regenerate Chins goes to support Lord 
CuargLes Beresrory’s view that reform in 
China must conimence with the army. 
There are many, ourselves amongst the 
number, who have held that retorm shouid 
_ commence with the finances, aud it is cer- 
tain that no thoroughly satisfactory reform 
of the army can take place unless the men 
are paid regularly and in full and the 
equeeze system entirely dune away with. 
The two views, however, are not irrecon- 
-cilable. The correct procedure would no 
--doubt be to let the two reforms go hand in 
-hand. An efficient army would enable the 
‘Government to enforce its fiuan ial decrees, 
and reform of the finance would provide the 
wherewithal to maintain the army.

And 
that is not the only heavy appeal that is 
likely to be made-‘to the community, A 
fund has been opened ty the Lerd Mayor 
vf London for the relief of the Transvaal 
refugees. Perhaps it may not be necessary 
to ask for colonial heip in that niautter, for 
if the war proves to he of shart duration the 
refugees will soon be uble tu ga back to their 
former positions, :nd the interval may he 
tided over with their own resources and 
the -assistance that may be forthcoming 
locally and from London, Tt would not be 
suprising hawever, if the ease necessitated a 
general appeal to the Empire. There is 
also another olject to which ali will wish 
to contribute, namely, the fund that 
will have to be raised for our wounded 
soldiers and the families of those who lose 
their lives in the campaign, Tt may per- 
htps seen: a little preniature to mention 
these muatters-at the present moment, but. 
in matters of charity as well as in’ business 
affairs it is wel! to look a little ahead and to 
be prepared for impending demands, 


THE TRANSVAAL WAR.

There is a grim humour about the 
telegram published to-day with its news of 
the annexation of the Upper Tugela district 
of Natal to the Orange Free State and the 
issue of letters of marque by the Transvaal.

Manila, 30th Ovtober. 

Daring the last week the interest in the 
Transvaal has increased tenfold. ‘The local 
papers hive dons their share towards edacating: 
the population wi.h their diily telegrams and 
rather uncertain and indefinite explanatory. 
articles. A Spwnish pajer baat all the rest’ by 
promptly gatting ont a map of the troubled 
couatry, and great nambara of copies were sold ; 
but events hare provel that about half ‘of. the 
names of towns mentioned in the papers are 
not on the mip. However; in spite of these ob- 
stacles there are a few people in the city who can 
talk intelligently on the present difficulty, and: 
others are learning fast. 

A Britisher namol Captain Ewing has 
brought to a head a heap of enthusiasm among. 
his friends Several meetings have been held, 
during the sourse of which there were a number 
of patriotic speeches that took in and discussed 
all sides of the question. Some clerks employed. 
in the Quartermaster and Commissary defart- 
ments got wind of the affuir and decided to 
throw in their fortanes with the rest, so a roll 
was made and a number of men put down. their 
names as being willing to go to the Transvaal. 
Manila has a good sized sprinkling of discharged 
soldiers who are simply passing away a little 
time before going home, or waiting for opport- 
unities to engaye in tsbeare or speculation, 
and it was not long before a fuir percentage of 
th‘s floating population was interested. “Once 
a soldier, always a soldier,” is not so far wrong, 
and itis very likely that Captain Ewing can 
command nearly all these old. trained soldiers 
aad sconts almost any diy in the week that he 
way chonge, Many Britishera from home as 
well as the colonies have signified their -readi- 
ness to march against the Boers, if they: can 
only gat within walking distance of them.

Those 
who know it best, and the good work it has 
done, are frank to confess that something more 
complete, more homelike, more adequately furn- 
ished—in a word, a modern building which shall 
furnish better accommodation and offer ‘ndre 
attractions—to an absolute necessity.

they are surrounded in the drinking houses of 
Queen’s Road. But surely it cannot be main- 
tained, assuming the existence of these ciubs, 
that ©: The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home proposed 
by Mr. Bone does not seem to bean argent 
necessity.” Indeed, you add, or, at least, imply, 
that there is yet room for such a place. ‘Luis 
statement seems too obvious to need support. 
These clubs afford no suitable accomodation for 
those! in Her Majesty's services who are 
teetolalers and who, as you truly say, sir, are 
“generally speaking good conduct men. and 
seldoin get into trouble.” There are consider- 
able numbers of men who have accepted total 
abstinance principles, who, when on shore or 
out of barracks. are ‘yet unprovided for, bat for 
whom itis our duty too:re. Mv short experi- 
ence of the Army and Royal Navy has led me 
to hold most of the men | meet in high esteem, 
and not least those whose nee ts Ll am advocating. 
Bat it must be remembered that such “ good 
conduct’ men” do not stand where they stund 
to-day without an effort, aud sometimes utterly 
fall. They need a helping hand. Therefore 
every one conversant with the facta will yet, I 
venture to think, earnestly contend that such a 
Home is a pressing need in Hongkong. 
Ishould now, perhaps, state, though originally 
I had no intention of so doing, that I strenu- 
ously uiged the desirability of such an [ustitute 
as your correspondent of the 4th inst. suggeats, 
though not in G block. For months I deferred 


_ the action now taken, and on ‘tio different 


occasions urged the Committee of the Institute 
to accept a resolution by which we should pledge 
ourselves. to build asuitable place within the 
next: eighteon months. Of course, as is ob- 
vious, [ could not guarantee that the 
Wesleyan Army -and Navy Committee in 
London would make a grant of £1,00C for 
sucha home. What I did promise was that I 
would place before them the facts, appeal for a 
grant, and [ have no doubt they would have 
freely offered assistance. This pr position of 
mine found, I am sorry to say, no support. No 
alternative therefore was left those of us who 
bear on our hearts the burden of the necessity 
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which when completed will, I hope, represent 
different shades of religions opinion, and indee 
different religions Churches.
